and line number two, led by Com. 
Thatcher, of the Colorada, to attack the 
butteries. 

This was done in the handsomest man- 
ver. not a mistake was committed ex. 
eept firing too rapidly and making too 
much smoke. The heavy fire of the large 
vessels shut up the enemy's guns at 
once, and after firing until after dark 
the wooden vessels dropped out to their 
anchorage.
